EXPEDITION IS DECIDED ON. 


Washington. D. C.. Feb. 9.—America 


intends to corner all the glory of pola 
discoveries. Having the north pole t 
its credit, the United States intends to 
push relentlessly southward until the 
stars and stripes have been nailed at 
the other extremity of the globe. 


This was decided last night by the 


National Geographic society, which 
will begin immediately the work of 
raising the necessary funds. 


Commander Peary lias started the 


subscription list. 
Immediately 
after 


the National'Geographic society noti- 
fied him in New York that it hoped to 
fit out the antarctic expedition, the 
man who discovered the north pole 
gave $10.000 to the cause. 


This J10.000 was presented Com- 


mander Peary last night in the Metro- 
politan opera house in New York as a 
testimonial from the residents of that 
,-ity. 
As he accepted the check and 


voiced his thanks the explorer an- 
nounced his Intention of donating it 
to the south pole fund. 


Pe»ry May Not Go South. 


If he adheres to his present determi- 


nation Commander Peary w'" not J°in 
the expedition to the antarctic. The 
Roosevelt. th« vessel which, he sailed 
in his trip of discovery, will be us»d 
by the southbound pole hunters, and 
the expedition probably 
will be in 


command of Capt. Moses Bartlett. who 
was master of the Roosevelt. The oth- 
er members of the expedition will bo 
the same as those who returned .1. few 
months ago from the arctic.
